Getting married in Alabama? 
Changes you need to know 


Effective Aug. 29, 2019, 
the process for entering into 
a legal marriage in Alabama 
will change. ; 

Under Alabama Act 
2019-340, persons wanting 
to marry will no longer file 
an application for a marriage 
license with the county 
probate court, and the courts 
will no longer issue marriage 
licenses, Probate judges will 
instead accept notarized 
forms completed by couples 
as official records of 


marriage. 
Once the probate court 
records the completed 


marriage certificate form, the 
marriage is legal. A wedding 
ceremony may be 
performed, but a ceremony 
will no longer be required for 
a recognized marriage in 
Alabama. The elimination of 
marriage licenses will not 
affect any other aspects of 
marriage in Alabama, 
including divorce, spousal 
support, child support and 
child custody. 

Persons wanting to marry 
may access the new marriage 
certificate form online at the 
Alabama Department of

day],” Killingsworth said. 
“After discussing all of the 
steps we have taken to en- 
sure that New Brockton 
High School is safe, the 
agencies are too in agree- 
ment that our school is safe 
for students and staff. We 
have done our due diligence 
to make sure that our stu- 
dents and staff are safe and 
there are no threats of carbon 
monoxide.” 

Despite concerns the su- 
perintendent said he realizes 
were circulating on social 
media and the general 
media, he said he and his 
staff take the safety of the 
students and faculty very se- 
riously and would not know- 
ingly put anyone in harm’s 
way. 

“If a problem had been 
found, we would have ad— 
dressed the issue and moved 
to have it resolved,” Killing- 
sworth said.

The 
agencies concur that we 
have exhausted all resources 
at our disposal, and there is 
no reason that the school 
should remain closed.”

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Reflections: 


No Exit

Years ago students had to relocate to attend theological 
seminary. I often joke that when I was young, we had semi- 
naries to attend, not just click on! The rise of Internet study 
has dramatically changed modern education. Nevertheless, 
my new bride and I packed up and moved to Louisville, our 
home for the next three years. 

Ihad many wonderful teachers and classes and am grate- 
ful for this opportunity. But one of the most vivid memories 
I have is of a class the name of which I cannot recall and a 
professor whose name I cannot recall. I suppose I found the 
material of little value except for one exercise. 

The professor listed a “no exit” relationship in the sylla- 
bus but said nothing more about it until the day in class he 
asked us to pair up with someone sitting nearby. Then he 
announced, “This is your ‘no exit’ relationship partner for 
the next six weeks.” 

Our instructions were to meet weekly for at least an hour 
and talk. My partner worked in the cafeteria, so we met 
there for the next few weeks to converse. I soon discovered 
she was an angry person who had real issues with the 
church—strange since both she and her husband were en- 
rolled in seminary and served a church near ours. I grew 
weary of her criticisms and would have ended our discus- 
sions, but we were bound by the class rules. After week four 
or five she revealed how she’d been hurt as a young person 
in her church by some leaders who were poor examples and 
did some unkind things; hence, her disappointment with the 
organized church. I think I became less judgmental. 

The next class day after week six our professor became a 
prophet. 

“Many of you experienced conflict and would have ended 
the relationship had you been allowed to,” he said. 

I thought he had been eavesdropping at our table! 

Then our professor explained how so much of life is like 
this: we meet and enjoy relationships until there is conflict, 
then we choose to back away. This happens in marriages, 
at work and at church, He said we ought to declare to our 
future congregations that we’re in “no exit” relationships 
and pledge our love for one another even when we disagree. 

Over the years I’ve seen the wisdom of his exhortation. 
Most congregations include people who’ ve exited relation- 
ships with brothers and sisters in Christ. Sometimes they 
flee to other churches and sometimes they just give up and 
stay home. There is a more excellent way. The Apostle Paul 
wrote, “Always pursue what is good for one another,” and 
“be at peace among yourselves” (1 Thessalonians 5: 13, 15).
